Jury; State 
Asks Mercy

Ottawa, Ill., Feb. 14.—[Special.]— 
The jury trying Harry Hill, charged 
with the murder of his mother, was 
locked up for the night at 11:10 
o'clock. At that time they stood 8 to 
4 for convicting the youth of mur- 
der. No ballots had been taken on 
the degree of punishment. . 

An hour before their retirement 
one juror was heard to say: “I think 
we should pray to Christ for guid- 
ance."’ There was a long silence and 
it is believed the jurors were absorbed 
in silent prayer. 

Refuse to Say Word. 

The case was given to the jury 
at 2 p. m., after his four attor- 
neys had astounded the court room 
by refusing to say a word in final 
arguments in behalf of the 22 year 
old defendant. 

State’s Attorney Hanson’s final 
words to the jury were a plea not to 
give the death penalty to the boy. 

“From the clay encrusted lips of 
that mother lying in her shallow 
grave in the cellar of her home in 
Streator comes the message: ‘ Don’t 
kill my boy.’” he declared. “I carry 
that petition to you but I further 
ask that you punish this young man 
adequately. He is guilty of this crime 
and. he should be given a lengthy 
prison term,” 

Shock to Spectators. 

Immediately afterwards, Arthur H. 
Shay, chief of defense counsel, in- 
formed Judge Joe A. Davis that the 
defense waived closing arguments. It 
was as much a shock to those follow- 
ing the case as when defense lawyers 
elected not to let Hill tell his story 
on the witness stand. | , 

When the jury retired after listen- 
ing to instructions from the judge, it 
seemed as if a speedy verdict would 
be returned. 

“ There doesn't seem to be much for 
us to determine what penalty we shall 
give,”” one juror was heard to say. 
And another assented, remarking, 
“Let’s get this over and get home 
quick.” 

Most of the jurors have been locked 
up for six weeks or more.

Among the messages which poured 
in yesterday at the earl’s country 
home in Berkshire was one from the 
king and queen of the Belgians. 

Starting life without any special ad-, 
vantages of birth or education, he won 
‘his way to the premiership of Britain 
by great intellect, mastery of oratory, 
and the power of making and keeping 
friends. He held the premiership dur- 
ing eight of the stormiest years of 
British politics leading up to the world 
war, and will always be remembered 
as the man who aligned Britain by 
Belgium’s side in August, 1914. 

Today he is mourned by such diverse 
types in British politics as Lord Cecil, 
Lord Derby, and Ramsay MacDonald, 
and one identical word of personal 
tribute runs through all their homage. 


GREAT LIBERAL LEADER. 

Herbert Henry Asquith, Viscount 
Asquith of Morley and Earl of Oxford 
and Asquith, who as prime minister of 
Great Britain was at the helm of the 
British empire during *the early years 
of the world war, war probably the 
greatest outstanding figure of the 
British Liberal party since the days 
of William Ewart Gladstone. 

In forty years of political life he 
was confronted with and overcame 
probably more serious problems than 
any other British statesman faced in 
the last century. The greatest of 
these, of course, was the guiding of 
Great Britain’s destinies in the au- 
tumn days of 1914 when the German 
armies were sweeping France and Bel- 


Wilson did in this country three years 
later, created a spirit of unity in the

war.

Floyd Thompson was born In Rood- 
house, Green county, Dlinois, on Dec 
25, 1887, the son of Alonzo and Sarah 
Edwards Thompson, farmers, Hig pa-

As a student Floyd Thompson was 
known ag a lover of books and a hard 
worker. After his graduation he 
taught school for three years while 
preparing himself in private study for 
the practice of law, an ambition which 
took early hold upon him. He was ad- 
mitted: to the bar, first in Tennessee 
and then tn Illinois in 1911. 
in Bast Moline, he practiced law there 
for a short time while editing and pub 
lishing the East Moline Herald. 

Political life. 


Here began Thompson's aggresive 
entrance into politics. His champion- 
ship of decency in government and 
his denunciation of feed box politics 
goon made him a factor in the public 
life of the county. In 1912, at the age 
of 24, he was elected state's attorney 
of Rock Island county. He was chosen 
president of the state's attorney's asso- 


citation and his inNuence spread 
through the state. 
When. the resignation of Justice 


George A. Cook.left a vacancy on the 
Supreme bench in the Fourth Supreme 
judicial district, Floyd Thompson was 
elected to the post with solid Demo- 
cratic support and that of thousands 
of Republicans. He entered upon his 
duties as ‘he youngest man to occupy 
a position on the Illinois Supreme 
bench. At the age of 34 he became 
chief justice of the court, setting a 
new minimum age record for that posi- | 
tion, 

His friends point, as typical of Floyd 
Thomipson’s character, the speech he 
made before the American. Law insti- 
tute in May; 1926: 

“To say that men of character can 
not be placed or kept in public office is 
to say that the American people are 
incapable of self government. No citi- 
zen is doing his’ full duty who does 
nothing to help solve everyday prob- 
lerms of government,-but who, the mo- 
ment some reverse of fortune befalls, 
comes forth to criticise and condemn. 

“ As long as the unselfish, public spir- 
ited citizen takes an active interest in 
politics only when conditions become 
BO rotten’ that the stench stifies him, 
we can expect the public service to be 
what the minority who continually play 
the political game make it. This is a 
people’s governrnent, and the people 
can make it What they want it to be.”

Floridians Aroused by 
Government Delay. 


. BY ARTHUR EVANS. 
{Chicago Tribane Preas Service./ 
Miami, Fila., Feb. 14.—[Special.]—- 
Criticism is rising in the scuth against 
the fact that the federal government 
in defending coast guardsmen charged 
with .murder under the shoot-to-kill 
enforcement régime, is invoking meth- 
ods loudly denounced by ‘he authori- 
ties when used by cagry lawyers 
defending professional criminals. 

“The law's delays,” long have been 
held up by famous jurists and crime 
students as one chief cause of the 
miscarriage of justice. Miami lawyers 
Geclare the United States jepartment 
of justice itself is delaying :-um killing 
trtals until witnesses die or scatter, 
or otherwise become ‘unavailable. 


3 Coast Guards Freed. 

Furthermore, widespread complaint 
was voiced today that the govern- 
ment, by taking cases out of the state 
courts into the federal, is going the 
limit in gaining latitude for the de 
fense. A federal judge is not so re- 
stricted as is a state judge. Much of 
the criticism is the aftermath of the 
acquittal last Saturday of three coast 
guards charged with the murder of 
Ermon H. Jones, who was shot March 
14, 1927, while aboard a pleasure boat 
off Tahiti Beach. The instructions of 


the court to the jury are being widely 
discussed. 

In the Jones case, it is pointed out, 
Judge William B. Sheppard instructed 
the jury .in a manner which would 
have been remarked as unusual and ir- 
regular jf done by a judge in a state 
court. The judge’s charges, with their 
constant reiteration of the “‘ beyond a 
reasonable doubt” them® is regarded 
not to fall far short of amounting to @ 
charge te bring in a verdict of ac- 
quittal. 

Comments on Evidence. 
In a state court, Miami lawyers de- 


clare, a fudge is not aflowed to com- 
ment on the e ce. He sets forth 
the various d s of crime and what 
the law is, but as to a discussion of the 
evidence, this is not allowable. The 
federal court, they point out, has less 
restriction. In.the Jones case the court 
was: quite discursive. Trial lawyers, 
after the jury went out, pleasantly re- 
marked that in the face of the instruc- 
tions a jury hardly could bring in any- 
thing but an acyuittal, and the state 
has no appeal. 

Another handicap for the progecu- 
tion, the lawyers argue, is that state 
court procedure was followed in the 
federa] court. 

Miami also speaks of a difference be- 
tween the state and federal courts in 
the matter of swift trials. ty 

A few months ago State’s Attorney 
N. Vernon Hawthorne went before the 
November grand jury and obtained 
nine indictments in murder cases. He 
got nine convictions within forty-five 
days of the commission of the crimes. 
In the Jones case, however, with the 
government defending® three United 


States coast guards on murder charges,- 


it took eleven months to bring the 
case to trial. The prosecutor has a 
batch of messages showing he sought 
to get faster action before the case 
got cold, but was unable to get the 
case docketed earlier by the officers 
of the federal court. 


Five Face Trial Monday. 


In the case of five coast guardsmen 
who come on trial next Monday 


charged with second degree murder in 


the killing of D. W. “Red” Shannon, 
the killing occurred Feb. 4, 1926. The 
case will be more than two years old 
when it goes to trial. Last year state 
and county authorities demanded that 
the government set the cases for trial. 
Robert R. Taylor Jr., county solicitor, 


sent repeated requests that the case 


be docketed. But the government let 
it drag. 

In contrast with this two years’ de- 
lay, however, when J. Horace Alder- 
man killed .three enforcement officers 


Aug. 7, he was brought to trial in fed- 
eral court in less than six months, and 
on Jan. 26 was sentenced to be hanged.

LET US PAY AND BE DONE 
WITH IT. 


British holders of the repudiated bonds of ten 
southern states are pressing for settlement. Their 
golicitors have renewed their appeals to members 
of congress.: Thetr proposal] is for the govern- 
ment of the United States to credit the indebtedness 
of the southern states on the payment of Great 
Britain’s world war debt to the United States. s 


We hope sincerely that congress will do this. 
The United States should go in with clean hands 
when it asks for a repayment of the sums it loaned 
its allies Guring the world war. Great Britain 
has already funded its world war debt to this 
country; it was the first nation to do so, and it is 
paying the highest rate of any nation. The United 
States, with the case of the southern bonds one 
of honor rather than one of law, should not quibble 
in doing so, 
It should be recognized, héwever, in Great Britain 
as well as in America, that the repudiated south- 
ern debts belong to three distinct groups—pre-civil 
war, civil war, and carpetbagger—and that the 
government of the United States does not and 
never will admit any obligation, in honor, law, or 
otherwise, to pay debts contracted by confederate 
states during the rebellion. Whoever invested in 
the war bonds of the confederacy did so knowing 
that he was gambling on the success of the rpbel- 

As for the debts contracted before the civil war, 
the southern states shouli pay them, but will 
mnot.. The constitution prevents suit against the 
state by an individual, and there the matter rests. 
The United States should pay these debts even 
though the act be one of sheer gratuity and the 
claims of the creditors against the federa] govern- 
ment without right or reason. 

The carpetbagger debts belong to a different 
category. The southern states argue that the debts 


contracted by a government imposed on them by |: 
@ongress and upheld by armed force in no way 


obligate them as sovereign states. We believe the 
gouthern states are right in so holding. Without 
reviewing all the notorious evils of the carpetbag- 


nesses were imposed on the #tates by coercion and 
the proceeds were spent in corruption. The states 
had no will in the matter and gained no benefits. 
The blame for these debts lay with the federal 
government, and the federal government should 
discharge the obligation. 

How much should be paid to the British holders 
ef the defaulted bonds should be a matter for the 
two governments to decide. It is a matter that 
will require long and tedious study and investi- 
gation. The facts are hidden in a haze of cor- 
tradictions; for example, the total amount owing, 
principal and interest, has been computed in sums 
ranging from one hundred and eighty million to 


‘gtx hundred million dollars. 


So far as the actual machinery of repayment is 
concerned, the United States will be fortunate if 
it can persuade the British government to take 
over the job at the price of reducing the world 
war debt. If the British want their money they 
should be made to involve their own officials in 
scandal and controversy, not ours. They condone 


_ @uch things more readily than we do, anyway. 


AL SMITH IN THE SOUTH. 

Southern Methodist educators representing 
th at a meeting in 
Memphis, Tenn., passed @ resolution to the effect 
that “the nomination Al Smith woukl be 
unfortunate and in our opinion would not enlist 
the support of the leaders of the 
south.” The phrasing was moderate but the com- 
ment on it was hotter although there was some 
appreciation of the worth of the New York gover- 
ner and of his achievements. There was an effort 
to avoid the conclusion that his religion as well 
as his prohibition attitude made him undesirable. 
Gov. Smith's supporters in .is party ill ind 
nothing unexpected in the passing of .uch resolu- 
tions. They know they must reconcile, absorb or 
overcome this opposition. They think they can 
do so. The southern politician is not unbendi: g. 
The northern Democrats of the metropolitan iis- 
tricts where Smith is strong are persuaded that 
the southern politicians can be convinced if they 
are not already. 

It %# nerthern Democratic logic that tf Smith 
cannot be nominated no Democratic candidate can 
be elected. An issue is joined on that. If a 
northern Democrat ts ineligible for nomination for 
reasons given by the southern educators then any 
candidate acceptable to the southerners for the 
easons given is ineligible for election. That is a 
both ways. ° 
The men who play politics in the south have had 
nothing national to play with since Wilson. The 
Wilson years were fat years. The years since 
have been lean. If the leaders can subdue the 
prohibition opposition and the religious opposition 
they may be inclined to take Smith and a chance

POLITICIANS AS CENSORS. 

The city administration has decided to do away 
with the present moving picture censorship ang 
establish another to its own liking. At present 
moving picture censorship is a function of the 
police department. The censors are civil service 


polities. The new ordinance, which was drafted 
by the corporation counsel, would take the censors 
out of the police department and out of the civil 
service lists. The ordinance sets up a department 
of moving picture review, headed by a commis. 
sioner appointed by the mayor, and staffed by 
politically appointed reviewers. 

We have only limited sympathy, at best, with 
any form ‘of censorship, but if there must be one 
we can imagine none which, in the long run, will 
prove more onerous than a politically inspired one. 
The choice is between evils and the present 
censorship is the lesser of the two. Politics being 
what it is, there is ample reason to fear that 
sooner or later a political censorship will be on 
the market and anything will pass provided the 
skids are adequately greased. The only useful pur- 
pose now served by the censorship is the assurance 
it gives to parents that their children will not be 
subjected at the movies to unwholesome influences. 
A political censorship might leave the assurance 
in parents’ minds, but it would remove any justi- 
fication for it.

_ Professional football, the scrubby 
Sport developed in one season by Cash 
and Carry Pyle into a successful one, 
lured 490,755 spectators into its parks 
last year. 

This figure, revealed to his club own- 
ers by Joe Carr, the grand vizier of the 
professional gridiron, is said to be the 
cause for jubilation among the gentry 
who signed the players’ checks. 

For last year the professional ranks 
were thinned. Instead of 23 clubs in 
the National league there were 13 and 
instead of 130 profesisonal games there 
were only 98. And despite this pruning 
the total attendance—490,755—was an 


increase of more than 70,000 over the 
turnstile records of the previous year. 
¢ Strange as it may seem, Mr. Carr's 
_ records indicate that 468,267 of the folk 
‘who watched the pros play paid for the 
‘fun. There were times last fall when 
passes to the pro games were reported 
as numerous’ as those to the dog 
tracks. The rumor must have been 
erroneous. 


The league’s attendance figures carry 
a tribute to the drawing power of the 
Chicago Bears.. The largest crowd at 
any professional game was the one 
here .which saw the Bears humble Red 


Grange’s Yankees and, incidentally, 
send the Redhead to the. h with a 
twisted knee. .
